Juvenile  delinquency  Is  not  entirely  the  fault  of  the  parents. 
To  prevent  it  they  need  co-operation  from  the  children  as  well  as 
from         " "  ■  >'>'  m  fc$s&  ;  ohimunity .    When  the  gr own-up e  try  to  help  the 
jjhlldren  the  latter  should  co-operate „ 

P        Juvenile  delinquency  is  not  limited  to  the  poor.     It  prevails 
in  the  upper  class  as  well  as  the  lower .    Unhappy  homes  sometimes 
cause  children  to  run  away  «Xd  gst  into  trouble.     Broken  homes  also 
produce  the  same  effect.     In  homes  where  both  parents  work  and  no 
one  looks  after'  the  child  it  is  hard  for  Mmto  keep  out  of  trouble. 
There  is  more  delinquency  in  the  lower  class  because  there  are  more 
.poor  people  than  rich.     Lack  of  excitement  and  adventure  causes  rich 
children  to  turn  delinquent „    They  have  everything  they  want  anytime 
they  want  it.     Life  gets  boring  ~nd  they  try  to  get  away  from  it  all 
by  any  kind  .of  excitement 0  * 

Idleness  causes  delinquency.     Communities  that  take  m  interest 
in  the  children  and  help  them  stay  out  of  trouble  are  finding  that 
delinquency  is  decreasing.    The  children  themselves  like  to  have  an 
active  part  in  governing  and  keeping  up  an  organization  of  their  own. 
Thus  youth  centers  are  proving  a  great  help  in  ove rooming  juvenile 
delinquency. 

If  an  adolescent  does  not  find  confidence,  recognition  ;  3.nd 
affection -at  home    he  will  try  to  find  it  somewhere  else. 

Some  teen-agers  join  gangs  that  fight  other  gangs  because  of 
race  iiejudice.     This  is  the  fault  of  the  parents.     If  the  children 
Were  taught  at  home  that  other    nationalities  or  racial  groups  f:v\± 
just  as  good  as  they  are,  thesJff  wouldn8 1  be  as  much  trouble' with 
race  fights. 

Youth  centers  help  in  overcoming  juvenile  delinquency,  but  they 
are  not  enough.     Young  people  need  other  recreational  facilities 
sudh  as  playgrounds  with  football  fialds,  baseball  diamonds,  tennis 
and  basketball  courts.     (Places  that  afford  physical  reoreation  as 
well  as  mental. ). 

It  is  just  as  bad  for  parents  to  be  overstrlct  -  Tyith  children 
as  to  pamper  them;  because  in  either  case  the  child  will  never  be 
able  to  develop  a  strong  personality* 

After  the  war  thes?e  may  be  more  juvenile  delinquency  because 
the  servicemen  will  be  back  to  take  over  jobs  that  the  youngsters 
now  hold,  and  it  will  give  them  more  time  to  be  delinquent. 

On  the  other  hand  there  may  be  less  if  the  fathers  of  the  now 
delinquent  children  come  back  afi  care  for  them. 

There  Is  more  delinquency  in  places  where  the  parent a  and  com- 
munity don't  take  an  interest  in  the  children  than  in  places  where 
they  do  take  an',  interest.    This  proves  that  to  overcome  juvenile 
delinquency' we  need  the  co-operation  off  all  three,  the  children, 
khe  parents,  and  the  community.

One  of  .the  most  important  problems  in  the  post  -war  world  will 

the  strongest  airforce  in  the  world  which  would  stop  any  possibility 
of  attack  from  other  countries ,  but  only  for  a  short  time  because 
they  would  not  be  Improving  any  and  we  coi  ldn«  t  take  the  chance  of 
depending  on  fixed.,  unchanging  plane  type  a  as  sr.  airplane  becomes 
obsolete  very  fast* 

These  are  two  important  questions  dealing:  with  surplus  air- 
planesi  How  many  planes  make  up  the  sural  us  and  what  kinds?  There 
of  course,  only  two  kinds  of  planes;  combat  and  csrgo.  Combat 
pr.area  won't  be  used  much  in  peacetime  and  so  will  be  no  good  as 
they  can't  be  used  as  sport  planus  and  also  can't  be  converted  to 
transports.,  with  the  exception  of  b:«Bvo,?s.     But  converting  bomb  sirs 
would  only  add  to  the  surplus  of  planes  built  as  transports  in  the 
first  place.    About  lf>000  transports  were  manufactured  m  1944 
and,  even  though  some  will  be  destroyed  by  enemies,  there  will 
still  be  a  large  surplus.    I'he  surplus  transports  could  all  be  put 
together  somewhere  to  be  used  in  emergencies,  but  they  would  be 
less  economical  to  maintain  and  operate  than  new  models,  and  if 
they  had  to  be  used  as  a  military  fleet  again,  thej  vould  be  less 
©fiicient  than  the  warplanes  of  the-  .   snemy.     So  At  seems  that  the 
warplanes  will  have  to  be  scrapped,  even  though  it  would  be 
destroying,  a  large  and  costly  fleet  vvhich  could  be  used  to  maintain 
peace,  because  if  these  thousands  of  ships  are  used  m  peacetime 
it  would  practically  stop  the  airplane  manufacturing  industry  and 
retard  ir.-prcvement s  :.n  plane  design  for  years.

Caiversity  Hall,  constructed  in  1770  and  originally  known  as 
The  College  Edifice,  is  an  excellent  example  of  early  colonial 
architecture,  a  monument  to  the  founders  and  to  the  cultural  inter- 
ests of. the  colony.

The  John  Hay  Library,  erected  in  1910  and  named  for  a  di'  inguished 
son  of  Brown,  houses  the  general  library  collections  of  the  university. 

Twenty^f our  buildings  are  devoted  to  clan  —room,  laboratory, 
library,  office  and  conference  use  by  the  departments  of  instruction, 
including  lianning  Hall,  Rhode  Island  Hall,  Styles  Hall,  all-son  Hall, 
and  several  other  1  or r;£  halls. 

Pembroke  College  in  Brown  University  is  a  college  within  the 
University, .which" provides  for  the  instruction  of  undergraduate 
women. 

>  broke  College  was  organized  as  the  Women's  College  in  Brown 
U  niversity  in  1891.  .The  first  women  received  their  decrees  in 
1804,  and  Pembroke  Hall,  the  recit  tion  hall,  was  built  in  1897. 

As  a  coordinate     college  within  Brown  University,  Pembroke  College 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Corporation  of  the  University  and  of 
the  general  adminlstrr tion,

completed  satisfactorily  courses  in  English,  a  foreign  language, 
history,  mathematics,  and  science ,    A    few  el motives  such  as  art, 
mechanical  drawing,  and  music  may  be  offered.
